WW iLtiam T. HUNT is a native of Arkansas and was reared in Oklahoma. He graduated from 
high school and business college in Oklahoma. When the first World War started, he was 
in Washington, D. C., working as Congressional assistant and door keeper in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and attending George Washington University. He enlisted immediately and served 
two years in France, learning the French language during that time. Following discharge, he 
became Chief Electrician for Sinclair Pipe Line Company in Oklahoma and Texas until appointed 
American Vice-Consul and assigned to Barbados, British West Indies.

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DRY CARGO PROTECTION—Continued 
the moisture given off by the cargo, and 
assist in maintaining a safe dewpoint. Pre- 
vention of condensation on the hull, ship 
sweat, is achieved by ventilating with out- 
side air if its dewpoint is below that of the 
hold air. If reverse conditions exist, a safe 
hold dewpoint is maintained by excluding 
the outside air, recirculating the hold air 
and injecting dehumidified air from the 
Cargocaire unit. Displacement of the wet- 
ter air reduces the moisture in the air in 
the holds and drops its dewpoint. 

Owing to the large amount of heat and 
moisture contained in the cargo, the hold 
temperature may change much more slowly 
than that of the outside air. This is par- 
ticularly noticeable in the case of a rapid 
outside temperature drop which frequently 
occurs in high latitudes. When these con- 
ditions exist or are anticipated, dehumidi- 
fied air is added to the hold circulating sys- 
tem to prevent the outside temperature, 
and therefore the hull temperature, from 
overtaking the hold dewpoints in its down- 
ward plunge. 

The problem of condensation on the 
cargo—“cargo sweat”—is somewhat differ- 
ent. Cargoes of steel products and canned 
goods are frequently loaded in very cold 
weather, and as these consignments are 
usually of high specific heat, their tempera- 
tures rise very slowly as the ship moves 
into warmer weather, while the outside air 
temperature and dewpoint usually rise very 
rapidly, particularly so in fast, modern 
ships. Under these conditions, ventilation 
with outside air would cause heavy conden- 
sation on the still cool cargo with conse- 
quent rusting and damage to labels and 
cartons. Damaging moisture often comes 
cut of the very cartons and boxes which 
are supposed to protect the contents when 
the packaging or dunnage warms up first. 

To prevent this condensation, the outside 
air is excluded and the hold air is vigor- 
ously recirculated together with dehumidi- 
fied air from the Cargocaire unit to remove 
the moisture being given off by hydroscopic 
cargoes. The hold dewpoints are thus 
maintained at a safe level and at the same 
time the air being circulated borrows heat 
from the warm hull and transfers it to the 
cold cargo, warming or “tempering” the 
cargo sufficiently to prevent its sweating 
after being landed on the dock in a warm 
and humid climate. The Cargocaire sys- 
tem is designed to allow the dry air supply 
to be concentrated on any desired hold or 
combination of holds according to the type 
of cargo stowed in them.

Detroit, Mich. 


h ICHIGAN’S great industrial and com- 
mercial activities and its geographic 
position give it a corresponding interest 
and participation in world trade. Because 
its automobile industry and war production 
plants are world famed, the varied nature 
of the State’s industries and commerce are 
not generally appreciated. The manifold 
services of the United States Department 
of Commerce in all fields of business, as 
brought to this area by its Field Offices are 
of invaluable help. 

Agriculture, fishing, forest products, and 
minerals including iron ore (second only 
to Minnesota), salt (first in the world), 
gypsum, clay and copper are important in 
Michigan’s economy and world trade. 

The State has a shore line of 1,624 miles 
—the longest of any state. St. Mary, St. 
Clair, and Detroit Rivers, Lake St. Clair, 
and all of the Great Lakes except Ontario 
make up this shore line. These bordering 
waters provide an avenue to the markets 
of the United States and the world, and 
furnish vast food and recreational re- 
sources. 

The Detroit River which pases the City’s 
door and connects Lakes Erie and St. Clair 
is the greatest maritime thoroughfare in 
the world. The Soo Canal connecting Lakes 
Huron and Superior carries more than four 
times the traffic of the Suez Canal. Mich- 
igan has water transportation connections 
with seven other states and Canada. There 
are numerous improved harbors, and rail- 
roads touch the shore line at 91 places. In 
point of volume and importance of traffic, 
this lake group has no equal as an inland 
route for water-borne commerce. 

Detroit has approximately fourteen 
miles of available water frontage, with 75 
percent economically usable if traffic war- 
rants. Docking facilities in Detroit are pri- 
vately owned, but the City owns ample 
frontage. The Port of Detroit Commission 
reports extensive plans for further develop- 
ment. Maps and charts show relocations, 
modern docks, wharves, cargo-handling 
equipment and warehouses, including ap- 
propriate rail and highway approaches. It 
is considered, however, that port develop- 
ment must be mainly concerned with indus- 
trial rather than commercial facilities. The 
industrial port development will be along 
the lower Detroit River between Detroit 
and Wyandotte. 

Tonnage of ships calling at Detroit in 
1945 was 111 million tons, numbering 


18,737 ships as compared with 92 million 
tons in 1939. Foreign vessels “boarded” in 
Detroit in 1940 were 1,041. Traffic is now 
reviving after disruption by the war. 

In addition to water-borne cargoes, ap- 
proximately 400,000 freight cars make the 
round-trip each year through the railroad 
tunnel under the Detroit River between 
Detroit and Windsor. Thousands of other 
freight cars are ferried across the River, 
while millions of tons are hauled by trucks 
through the vehicular tunnel and over the 
bridges. 

Exports from Michigan fell from 355 
million dollars to 49 million dollars between 
1929 and 1932, and rose to 200 million 
dollars in 1939. The Detroit Board of Com- 
merce has published facts and figures 
showing the great benefits to Michigan of 
reciprocal trade agreements; how Mich- 
igan suffered with the world when world 
trade barriers reduced world trade to 
impotency in the 30’s; and how revival of 
domestic well-being was in direct propor- 
tion to revival of world trade. These data 
show conclusively and in detail that Ameri- 
can industry and employment gains rather 
than loses by the agreements. 

Chief items exported are automobiles 
and parts, trucks, refrigerators (greatest 
production in the United States), engines, 
airplanes, machine tools and accesories, 
small tools and hardware, electrical equip- 
ment, salt, drugs and chemicals, paints 
and varnishes, minerals, fruits and vege- 
tables, tires, adding machines, and stoves. 
Michigan is the world’s largest supplier of 
peppermint oil. 

Eight hundred industries are engaged in 
exporting. Conversely, it is neccessary to 
import some 350 items from 59 foreign 
countries just in producing automobiles, 
largely crude materials unobtainable in the 
United States. 

Detroit is one of the largest producers 
of manufactured goods in the United 
States. The City has two of the largest 
pharmaceutical plants in the world, giving 
the State second place in this field in the 
United States. 

Among imports are optical glass, 
Swedish band saw steel and iron, nickel, 
gum, hides, tropical woods, Fuller’s earth, 
slate, bristles and hair, tin, antimony, lead, 
crude drugs, mica, crude rubber, diamonds 
for industrial purposes, art paper, tea, 
coffee, raisins, nuts, olive oil, and sugar.

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


Linen Fire Hose.—On January 10, 1947, 
the U. S. Department of State announced 
that it proposes to withdraw the tariff con- 
cession on linen fire hose granted to Canada 
in the trade agreement of November 17, 
1938. On the same day, the Committee for 
Reciprocity Information gave formal notice 
that it will receive information and views 
regarding the proposed termination of this 
concession not later than 12 o’clock noon, 
January 30, 1947. Ten copies of written 
statements shall be submitted, of which one 
shall be sworn to. This action ig. being 
taken because imports of linen fire hose 
from countries other than Canada have in- 
creased very considerably over the levels 
obtaining before the concession was granted 
to Canada. 

Crab Meat.—The U. S. Commercial Com- 
pany announced on January 13, 1947, that 
it will seil on a sealed bid basis, 31,100 
cases of Japanese canned crab meat. 10,600 
cases contain 48 tins of 360 grams each, and 
20,500 cases contain 96 tins of 180 grams 
each. The crab meat was packed in 1944- 
1945 and is Fancy Grade, although not as 
carefully cut as in prewar shipments, re- 
sulting in a slightly different appearance. 
Cans are similar to prewar style, lacquer 
coated inside and contained in wire-bound 
wooden cases, weighing 29 kilos per case 
of 48 tins and 36 kilos per case of 96 tins. 
Sales will be made f. o. b. Japan in lots of 
approximately 5000 cases, comprised of 
about one-third of the large and two-thirds 
of the small tins, with the provision that 
the crab meat shall pass the inspection of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. Terms 
and conditions of the sale were mailed on 
or about Feburary 3, 1947, to all who make 
request therefor. Requests should be ad- 
dressed to U. S. Commercial Company, 
Washington 25, D. C. 

Argols and Tartaric Acid.—On January 
15, 1947, the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture announced that argols and tartaric 
acid have been removed from List 1 of the 
Reserved Commodity List, containing com- 








modities under allocation recommendation 
by the International Emergency Food 
Council. 

Manila Fiber.—The Civilian Production 
Administration again amended Conserva- 
tion Order M-84, effective January 16, 1947, 
to restrict the use of sisal fiber to the man- 
ufacture of rope ¥% of an inch in diameter 
(2% inches in circumference) and smaller. 
At the same time, the Civilian Production 
Administration relaxed end-use limitations 
on spinnable manila fiber (abaca) to permit 
its use in the manufacture of all sizes of 
rope for any end use. Processing quotas 
remain unchanged, and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation will continue the im- 
portation of agave fibers for allocation by 
the Civilian Production Administration. 

Blackstrap Molasses.—Amendment 1 to 
Order 5 under Supplementary Order 81 of 
the O. P. A., effective January 3, 1947, 
broadens the scope of this Order to cover 
the resale of any quantity of imported 
blackstrap molasses sold by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation at New Orleans, Louis- 
iana. 

Rubber.—Three more of the intergovern- 
mental exclusive rubber purchasing agree- 
ments the United States concluded in 1942 
with 17 of the rubber producing countries 
of the western hemisphere expired on 
December 31, 1946. These were the agree- 
ments with Ecuador, Haiti and Bolivia. The 
agreement with Guatemala, El Salvador, 
Honduras and British Honduras have been 
cancelled, and that with Venezuela expired 
on October 12, 1946. The remaining nine 
agreements, with Peru, Colombia, Brazil, 
Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Panama, Mexico, 
British Guiana and Trinidad and Tobago, 
will remain in effect until June 30, 1947, 
unless cancelled before that time by mutual 
consent. 

Molasses.—_Amendment 2 to Supplement- 
ary Order 193 of the OPA, effective January 
29, 1947, exempts from price control im- 
ported and domestic blackstrap and beet 
final molasses that are derived from sugar 
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IMPORT ACTIVITIES—Continued 


cane and sugar beets. At the same time 
allocation controls were lifted from domes- 
tic blackstrap anolasses, but such controls 
will remain on the imported commodity 
until February 28, 1947. After that date, 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation will 
sell imported blackstrap molasses to United 
States bidders. 

Green Coffee.— Approximately 340,000 
pounds of green coffee will be offered for 
sale by the Department of Agriculture 
through negotiations beginning January 
28, 1947. The coffee, which is United States 
Army surpius and located in warehouses in 
various parts of the country, includes 
231,771 bags of Santos and 12,243 bags of 
mild coffee. Buyers may negotiate for its 
purchase through S. P. Wands, Special Com- 
modities Branch, Production and Marketing 
Administration, Department of Agriculture, 
Washington 25, D. C. 

Rapeseed Oil.—On January 31, 1947, the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture announced 
that authorizations for the importation of 
rapeseed oil from China under War Food 
Order 63 will be issued within the limits of 
the International Emergency Food Council 
allocation during the first quarter of 1947. 
This is the first allocation of rapeseed oil 
from China made by the I. E. F. C. to the 
United States. 

Paim Oil and Kernel.—aAuthorizations for 
the importation of palm oil and kernel re- 
quired under War Food Order 63 will be 
granted within the limits of International 
Emergency Food Council allocations to im- 
porters of palm kernels from Liberia and 
palm oil from the Portuguese Colonies, the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture announced 
on January 20, 1947. Liberia and the Portu- 
guese Colonies are the only countries from 
which palm oil or kernels have been allo- 
cated to the United States by the I. E. F. C. 
for the first quarter of 1947. To further 
meet United States needs for palm oil, the 
Department of Agriculture is negotiating 
with Belgium for palm oil from her colonies 
~ 3 exchange for a like amount of domestic 
oils. 

Molasses.—The Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration announced on February 14, 
1947, that it will issue authorizations under 
General Imports Order M-63 for the private 
importation of blackstrap molasses from 
Puerto Rico for any purpose. On February 
7, 1947, the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration announced that beginning Febru- 
ary 14th, it will receive offers to purchase 





on a competitive basis full cargoes of Car. 
ibbean blackstrap molasses for delivery 
at continental United States ports. 

Copra and Coconut Oil.—On February 6, 
1947, the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
announced the basis on which permits wil] 
be issued for the importation of copra and 
coconut oil from the Philippines and the 
Netherlands Indies during the first quarter 
of 1947. Under this plan, a permit for the 
importation of not more than 10,000 tons 
of copra for domestic consumption will be 
granted to any oil seed crusher who has 
previously crushed copra. Permits for the 
importation of coconut oil for domestic 
consumption will be granted to importers 
who have previously imported coconut oil, 
The Department, however, calls attention 
to the fact that consideration will be given 
under the new hardship provisions of War 
Food Order 63 to applicants who otherwise 
will not be entitled to import permits. 

Tung Oil.—On February 7, 1947, the Inter- 
national Emergency Food Council an- 
nounced the termination of the international] 
allocation of tung oil effective February 11, 
1947. 

Silk.—The U. S. Commercial Company 
announced on February 3, 1947, that it will 
receive inquiries with respect to future 
deliveries of Japanese raw silk of deniers 
other than those now available in the Com- 
pany’s stocks. Advices from Japan indicate 
that reeling of special deniers can get 
under way in abuut 60 days after acceptance 
of orders. Such inquiries should be ad- 
dressed to the U. S. Commercial Company,

FOREIGN NOTES—Argentina added bird- 
seed, oats, barley, cevadilla, rye, millet, and 
sorghum to the list of products reserved 
for exportation by the Argentine Institute 
of Foreign Trade Promotion only, effective 
Dec. 30, 1946... . Madagascar removed mini- 
mum export prices fixed for essential oils, 
effective Dec. 7, 1946. . . . Siam abolished 
export controls of all commodities, except 
rubber, rice, tin, and teak, effective Jan. 
20, 1947. . . . Chile prohibited the exporta- 
tion of industrial tallow, effective Dec. 17, 
1946. ... France added certain cotton fab- 
ries for upholstery to the lists of commodi- 
ties for which no export license is required. 
... Haiti added a special graduated export 
tax on existing export duty on bananas, 
effective Dec. 14, 1946. 


GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


CUSTOMS PERSONNEL SURVEY—For 
many months prior to the close of 1946, 
the National Council of American Importers 
and other business groups concerned with 
import trade had been receiving bitter com- 
plaints from American importers over the 
long delays in the handling and release of 


merchandise from customs. These delays 
were attributed to the shortage in person- 
nel in the Customs field service. In order 
to verify this, early in December, 1946, the 
National Council of American Importers be- 
gan a nationwide survey of the personnel 
situation at the headquarters ports of the 
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IMPORT ACTIVITIES—Continued 


29 leading customs districts in the United 
States. This survey was carried out with 
the cooperation of local chambers of com- 
merce or similar trade organizations. The 
results thus far obtained were issued on 
January 15, 1947, in a “Preliminary State- 
ment on the Field Service of the United 
States Customs.” (See Feb. Bulletin.) 

CUSTOMS PERSONNEL—On January 27, 
1947, the President sent to the Congress a 
communication transmitting deficiency and 
supplemental estimates of appropriations 
for the Treasury Department. The supple- 
mental estimates of appropriations included 
an amount of $850,000 for collecting the 
revenue from customs. 

TRADE AGREEMENTS—Public hearings 
pegan before the Committee for Reciprocity 
Information on January 13, 1947, with re- 
spect to the proposed reciprocal trade 
agreements with 18 countries. The first 
three days of these hearings were devoted 
to general statements, and representatives 
of the National Council of American Im- 
porters appeared before the Committee on 
January 14th. The hearings are scheduled 
to conclude about the end of January, and 
several of the commodity groups in which 
members of the National Council are active 
are listed on the calendar for appearances. 

INTERNATIONAL TRADE ORGANIZA- 
TION—A series of informal hearings on the 
proposed charter for an International Trade 
Organization, which was drawn up by the 
18-country Preparatory Committee on In- 
ternational Trade and Employment at its 
first meeting in London in November, 1946, 
will be held in Washington beginning Feb. 
25, in New York, Feb. 27 and 28, in Boston, 
Chicago, and New Orleans March 3, and in 
Denver and San Francisco March 10, 1947. 
These hearings are held in order to obtain 
a full expression of American opinion to 
assist the United States delegates at the 
second meeting of the Preparatory Com- 





mittee in Geneva, Switzerland, beginning 
April 8, 1947, at which time this Committee 
will complete its work on the proposed 
charter with a view of making definite rec- 
ommendations to a general International 
Conference on Trade and Employment to be 
held later. This draft charter is largely 
based on the proposals for such an organ- 
ization contained in the pamphlet “Sug- 
gested Charter for an International Trade 
Organization,” published by the United 
States Government in September, 1946. 

WAR FOOD ORDER 63—Effective Janu- 
ary 6, 1947, the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture removed from the controls of War 
Food Order 63 cheese, lentils, dry ripe 
chickpeas or garbanzos, whole and skimmed 
dried milk, and unsweetened condensed and 
evaporated milk. Effective January 7, 1947, 
the Department removed cocoa beans, cocoa 
butter, and unsweetened cocoa powder from 
the controls of WFO-63. Cocoa beans have 
been and still remain under world wide 
allocation by the International Emergency 
Food Council. 

POLAND—The U. S. Treasury Depart- 
ment announced on January 7, 1947, that 
Poland has been added to the list of coun- 
tries whose blocked accounts may be re- 
leased under the certification procedure of 
General License No. 95. The Polish Gov- 
ernment has designated the National Bank 
of Poland as its certifying agent. 

SIERRA LEONE—Information received 
by the Office of International Trade of the 
U. S. Department of Commerce indicates 
that the inspection, grading and standard- 
ization of native agricultural produce in- 
tended for export from Sierra Leone, West 
Africa, are now regulated by an official 
ordinance published on September 5, 1946. 
Under these regulations commercial trans- 
actions in cocoa, palm oil and kernels, 
piassava, ginger, and rice are limited to 
licensed dealers.

IMPORT ACTIVITIES—Continued 


CUSTOMS PERSONNEL—On January 27, 
1947, the President sent to the Congress a 
communication transmitting deficiency and 
supplemental estimates of appropriations 
for the Treasury Department. The supple- 
mental estimates of appropriations included 
an amount of $850,000 for collecting the 
revenue trom customs, 

WAR FOOD ORDER 63—Effective Janu- 
ary 21, 1947, the text of War Food Order 
63 was amended by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. The most im- 
portant change is the inclusion of a new 
paragraph entitled “Petition for Relief 
trom Hardship,” which provides that any 
person affected may file a petition for re- 
lief with the Order Administrator. The 
amended Order also redefines “import” to 
include importations not only into the con- 
tinental United States, Puerto Rico, and 
the Virgin Islands, but also to territories 
and insular possessions of United States, 
and deletes references to importations into 
the Philippine Islands. 

FOREIGN SERVICE—tThe Office of Inter- 
national Trade, U. S. Department of Com- 
merce, announced on January 29, 1947, that 
the Advisory Committee on Commercial 
Activities of the Foreign Service had sub- 
mitted a second interim report recom- 
mending emphasis by foreign’ service 
officers on the potentialities of foreign 
countries as suppliers of materials and 
products for export to the United States. 
The Department of Commerce immediately 
undertook discussion of the Committee’s 
recommendations with officials of the De- 
partment of State and other Government 
agencies. Copies of the report are avail- 
able upon request from the Department of 
Commerce, Washington, D. C. 

SURPLUS PROPERTY—tThe prohibitions 
against the importation of American sur- 
plus property from abroad contained in 
Section 33 of the Surplus Property Act of 
1944 were amended effective January 18, 
1947, to permit the importation into the 
United States of certain types of surplus 
property located in foreign areas and listed 
in Schedule A which was issued with the 
amendment. This Schedule names certain 
types of automobiles, transportation equip- 
ment, building materials, construction ma- 
chinery and equipment, electrical equip- 
ment and supplies, and textile and textile 
een, including new and used burlap 
ags. 

AUSTRIA—Efféttive Jan. 16, 1947, Aus- 
tria was added to the list of countries 
whose blocked accounts may be released 
under the certification procedure of General 
License No. 95. The Austrian Government 
has designated the Austrian National Bank 
as its certifying agent. 

KOREA—Effective Jan. 6, 1947, commer- 
cial papers, sums of merchandise, small 


packets, letters, postcards, and printed 
matter may be accepted for mailing to 
Korea. Articles may be registered, but air- 
mail, money-order, and special delivery 
services are not available. The special re- 
strictions imposed by the Treasury Depart- 
ment regarding the exchange of financial, 
transactional, business, and commercial in- 
formation do not apply to mail for Korea, 
The Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
anounced on Feb. 3, 1947, that whatever 
merchandise the United States Military 
Government in Korea makes available for 
export will be sold in this and other coun- 
tries by the U. S. Commercial Company. 
GERMANY AND JAPAN—The U. S. Com- 
mercial Company has opened a Display 
Room at 292 Madison Ave., New York City, 
where persons desiring to import German 
and Japanese merchandise may now view 
available samples on display at any time 
during usual business hours. Cards of ad- 
mission are not required. Any person de- 
siring to purchase German merchandise 
may now communicate directly with Ger- 
man manufacturers relating to availability 
of merchandise, specifications, delivery 
dates, and tentative prices. Firm purchase 
contracts, however, must be made through 
the Joint Export-Import Agency of the 
Combined British and American Zones of 


Germany. Persons desiring to purchase 
Japanese merchandise may likewise cor- 
respond with the Japanese suppliers 


through the use of non-transactional mail, 
In regard to Japan, however, the U. §. 
Commercial Company will continue to re- 
ceive inquiries for transmittal to Japan 
concerning the availability of specific mer- 
chandise. If the merchandise is available, 
a contract in regard thereto will be negoti- 
ated between U. S. Commercial Company 
and the importer. Forms for making in- 
quiries to Japan have been prepared and 
will be available at the Display Room in 
New York City, or may be obtained by 
writing the U. S. Commercial Company, 
Commonwealth Building, 1625 K_ Street, 
N.W., Washington 25, D. C. 

GENERAL IMPORTS ORDER M-63 AND 
WAR FOOD ORDER 63—At the suggestion 
of the National Council of American Im- 
porters, the Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration and the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture now provide that consular certifi- 
cation will be required only for those 
items still on General Imports Order M-63 
and War Food Order 63 at the time the 
consular certification is made. The U. &. 
Department of State has instructed all 
foreign consular officers that no certifica- 
is to be required for products not subject 
to M-63 or WFO-63 at the time of the in- 
voice certification.

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TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP, .COM- 
MERCE AND NAVIGATION— 
U. S. & CHINA 


The report submitted by the Chairman of 
the Sub-Committee on Treaties (Law Com- 
mittee) was approved by the Board of 
Directors at its meeting on Jan. 16, 1947, 
and which has been forwarded to the De- 
partment of State. The China Trade Divi- 
sion of the Far East Committee is pres- 
ently developing its views for presentation 
to the Department of State, seeking clari- 
fication of some of the provisions of the 
Treaty as they affect American trade with 
and investments in China. 

The Treaty Sub-Committee is pursuing 
its study of the China Treaty as it may be 
used as a model for commercial treaties 
with other countries, preparatory to sub- 
mitting the Council’s views in that regard 
to the Department of State. 


THE LANHAM ACT (Trademarks) 


This new Trademark Act (Public Law 
489, 79th Congress, Chapter 540) hecomes 
effective on July 5, 1947, and at the same 
time all prior United States Trademark 
Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent there- 
with are repealed. A number of substantial 
changes are made in the Law of Trade- 
marks by the new Act, and these will af- 
fect the interests of all users of trade- 
marks. Not only does the new Act affect 
domestic trademarks in the United States 
but it will have a far reaching effect on 
the registration of trademarks in foreign 
countries by nationals of the United States. 

Much has been written about the new 
Act, which is very complex. and there will 
undoubtedly be a great deal more said. 
The Research Institute of America invited 
Walter J. Derenberg, an outstanding ex- 
pert on Trademark Law, to prepare an 
analysis for its members, pointing out the 
differences between the new Law and the 
present Law. A copy of that part of the 
analysis covering trademarks in foreign 
nono is available at the Council upon re- 
quest.

ACCESS TO PROPERTY IN 
JAPAN 


The Department of State has communi- 
cated with the Council concerning the send- 
ing to Japan of a representative group of 
Americanh husiness men to assist the 
Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers 
in protecting and preserving American 
property rights and interests in Japan. 
The communication, in part, reads as fol- 
lows: 

In consideration of your interest in the mat- 
ter, I hope that the Department may soon be 
in a position to invite your assistance m im- 
plementing its arrangements for the selection 
of the members of this group. 

In order that the Council may be in a 
position to suggest the names of persons 
willing to participate in such a visit, it is 
requested that interested members forward 
to the Council at their earliest convenience, 
their names and a short description of 
their property in Japan, including refer- 
ence to its location and type. 


COMMUNICATING WITH PERSONS 
IN GERMANY AND JAPAN 


Attention of Council members is invited 
to Public Circular No. 34, issued by the 
State and Treasury Departments on Jan. 2. 
The subject of this circular was the re- 
laxation of certain wartime restrictions 
against commercial communication with 
Germany and Japan. 

It is now possible to forward postal com- 
munications to Japan and Germany limited 
to the ascertainment of facts and the ex- 
change of information. However, it has 
been emphasized that correspondence with 
Germans relative to German external as- 
sets, even of a simple informational char- 
acter, would not be passed for censorship. 
Tele-communications service with Japan, 
with similar limitation as to content of 
communications, has now been opened. 
Payment for such messages must be made 
in dollars. 

Examples of communications which may 
freely be exchanged are reports concern-

ing the status of property located in Ger- 
many and Japan, information with respect 
to trade prospects, and other messages 
looking toward the resumption of business 
relations with Germany and Japan. The 
transmission of documents such as birth, 


death or marriage certificates, wills, legal 
notices, et cetera, is also authorized. 
Existing prohibitions on transactional 


communications will continue in effect in 
Germany, Japan, and the United States. 
These prohibitions include any communica- 
tion which constitutes or contains authori- 
zations or instructions to effect any fi- 
nancial, business or commercial transac- 
tion, as well as the transmission of powers 
of attorney, proxies, payment instructions, 
tarnsfer orders, checks, drafts, bills of ex- 
change, currency, money orders, and the 
like. 


PHILIPPINE REPUBLIC ACT NO. 62 


A communication from the Philippine 
Consulate General, New York, N. Y., which 
contains rules and regulations promulgated 
by the Philippine Securities and Exchange 
Commission, dated Nov. 29, 1946, pursuant 
to the provisions of Republic Act No. 62 
entitled “An Act to Require the Presenta- 
tion of Proof of Ownership of Securities 
and the’ Reconstruction of Corporate and 
Partnership Records, and For Other Pur- 
poses,” has been received by the Council. 

The Philippine Committee of the Council 
is forming a special legal subcommittee to 
study these rules and analyze their effect 
on American interests owning companies 
and participating in partnerships in the 
Philippines. 


COMPENSATION FOR WAR 
DAMAGES IN FRANCE 


Instructions and advice furnished the 
Council by French diplomatic representa- 
tives in the United States, together with 
detailed information made public by the 
Department of State on Jan. 15, 1947, con- 
cerning the filing of claims by American 
nationals for war damages in France, are 
available to the many Members who are 
claimants to compensation from the French 
Government. 


MODERNIZATION OF THE U. S. 
FOREIGN SERVICE 


The Advisory Committee on Commercial 
Activities of the Foreign Service of the 
United States has issued a Second Interim 
Report which has been placed before the 
Secretary of State and the Secretary of 
Commerce. This Committee is made up of 


representatives of several national organj- 
zations interested in foreign trade, includ- 
ing representatives of the NFTC. Copy of 
the lst and 2nd Interim Report is ayail- 
able from the Council upon request. 


PROTECTION OF AMERICAN 
INTERESTS ABROAD 


At its meeting on Dec. 12, the Executive 
Committee of the Foreign Property-Holders 
Protective Committee reaffirmed its posi- 
tion on a number of problems concerning 
damage to, or seizure or surrender of 
American property rights and interests in 
foreign countries, and also reached new 
decisions in regard to such matters. 

Although the 1947 program of the Com- 
mittee has not been fully defined, certain 
major subjects to be given early attention 
are listed below: Peace Trenties with the 
Satellite Nations — American Properties 
Seized or Surrendered—The Pence Treaty 
with Germany — Disposal of So-Called 
“German External Assets”—United States 
Legislation — Nationalization Programs 
Abroad—Laws Promulgated by Occupation 
Authorities—Compensation for War Dam- 
age Abroad — The Peace ‘Treaty with 
Japan—War Damage in the Philippines, 


DISTRIBUTION OF DEPARTMENT 
OF STATE PUBLICATIONS 


The Department of State has advised the 
Council of a plan which it is hoped will 
result in faster service to local groups 
and organizations requesting copies of De- 
partment publications than has previously 
been possible. 

In order to provide more efficient ser- 
vice on requests for small quantities of 
Department of State publications, the De- 
partment has obtained the assistance of 
organizations in Boston, New York, Chi- 
cago, Denver, New Orleans and San Fran- 
cisco in the establishment of six Area Dis- 
tribution Centers. 

The Department has also arranged with 
a number of libraries throughout the 
country to cooperate in displaying copies 
of Department publications which are 
available in limited quantities without 
charge.

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BLACKSTRAP MOLASSES FROM P.R. 


The CPA announced that it will now permit the private importation of blackstrap 
molasses from Puerto Rico for any purpose. Import licenses will be issued under CPA’s 
import order, M-63. Since 1943 permission to bring blackstrap molasses into the United 
States has been withheld in cases where the purchases of prospective importers would 
be in competition with the public purchases of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 
However, RFC has informed CPA that it now has contracted for all the blackstrap it will 
be able to purchase in Puerto Rico in 1947 and has no objection to private buyers at- 
tempting to get additional supplies in this area. 


FRENCH POTASH IMPORTS RESUMED 


After being cut off since 1941, imports of French potash into the United States will 
be resumed in time to boost the short domestic supply during the so-called “spot” fertil- 
izer period in the Spring, the CPA was informed by the French Supply Council. The 
schedule calls for shipment of 5,500 short tons of potash, basis potassium oxide, in 
Mareh; 5500 tons in April and 5000 short tons in May. 

CPA asked the French Government to expedite deliveries against its international 
commitment, made through the International Emergency Food Council, when it became 
apparent that the United States domestic supply of agricultural potash for April-May 
1947 would be 25 per cent below what was available in the same months last year. Sales 
of the imported French Potash will be made through the French Potash & Import Co., 
Inc., 51 East 42nd St., New York, and this material will not be subject to domestic al- 


locations. 
TINPLATE EXPORTS 


The CPA has authorized the export of 110,000 tons of tinplate in the second quarter 
of 1947, to be used for the preservation of perishable foods. This quantity of tinplate 
may be secured by priority ratings. 

The Office of International Trade has also been authorized to issue export licenses 
for an additional 10,000 tons, which may not be secured with the aid of ratings. CPA 
pointed out that the amount which may be rated for export is 14,000 tons less than the 
quota for priority exports during the first quarter. 

The second quarter total of 120,000 tons includes the 65,000 tons that was allocated 
in advance during January, in order that it could be placed on the mill order books for 
export in April and May. It is expected that the balance of the allocation will be in 
time to be placed in the mills’ delivery schedules for May and June. 


STEEL-RATED EXPORT ORDERS 


Eliminating ceilings under which steel producers had been permitted to turn down 
rated export orders in excess of two per cent of their total production of any specific 
steel product, the CPA announced that these producers would be required to accept any 
priority orders issued under the agency’s current steel export program. 

CPA explained that the general ceiling of two percent had been removed because the 
export program was found to require more than this percentage of some products, and 
less of others. However, the over-all steel export program will be held closely to the 
1946 ratio of rated export orders to total production, CPA added. 

Removal of the two percent ceiling on rated exports of each product was effected 
through an amendment to Direction 10 of the steel preference order, M-21. CPA said 
that the export program, on which priorities assistance weuld be given during the first 
quarter of 1947, would include tonnages to be shipped in April and May. The complete 
program has not been fully determined as yet, CPA said, but CPA indicated that it would 
closely approximate last year’s pattern. Also revoked today were Directions 12, 14, 15, 
16 and 17 to M-21. CPA said these orders no longer applied to the current priority pro-

INTERNATIONAL FAIRS 


Participation in international fairs and exhibits in the United States and abroad will 
be encouraged by a newly established activity in the Office of International Trade, Depart- 
ment of Commerce. [Information concerning fairs and exhibits abroad will be collected 
and disseminated, and commercial participation in such events will be facilitated. Assis- 
tance will also be given in the development of international trade fairs and exhibitions 
in the United States. Jacques Kunstenaar has been placed in charge of the new activity 
which will operate under the Special Services and Intelligence Branch of OIT. 


MOTOR VEHICLES—EXPORT REGULATIONS 


A general relaxation in the regulations governing exportation of motor vehicles was 
announced by OIT export controls over new trucks, buses, and bus chassis have been 
removed, and restrictions on issuance of export licenses for new and used passenger cars 
have been considerably liberalized. 

An additional monthly export quota has been established to permit limited exportation 
of new cars when they are to be used for business or personal use. Formerly “personal 
use” licenses required certification from the manufacturer that the car would be charged 
against his export quota. Licenses will not be validated if the car is to be resold. Used 
cars may now be exported in reasonable quantities for any purpose, including resale. 
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OFFICE OF INTERNATIONAL TRADE—Continued 


However, general control of distribution by countries will be maintained. Automobiles 
may now be shipped as personal baggage by U. S. citizens provided the vehicle has been 
owned for 60 days prior to departure. Non-citizens in addition to owning the car for 
60 days must have resided continually in the United States for at least six months. 
Formerly ownership of the vehicle for 12 months had to be established. In addition ship- 
ments of trucks and passenger cars originating in other countries may move in transit 
through the United States and then be exported without an individual export license. 


GOODS CERTIFIED FOR EXPORT 


Goods certified by OIT, as essential to foreign projects may now be exported without 
being charged against commercial export allocations. The effect of the action is to make 
United States more readily available to foreign producers of scarce commodities. For 
example, in order to alleviate the sugar shortage in the United States, it might be neces- 
sary to insure that a Cuban sugar mill has the same opportunity as a domestic mill to 
obtain essential supplies of lumber, galvanized roofing, or tractors, it was pointed out. 
Foreign projects producing tin, lead, zinc, copper, hard fibers, edible vegetable oils, 
petroleum, sugar, and rubber are among those eligible to obtain scarce materials beyond 
the cemmercial quota, Recurring maintenance and repair requirements of foreign activi- 
ties such as public utilities are also eligible for certification. 


SURPLUS PROPERTY FOR EXPORT 


Lifting of restrictions on the sale of surplus property for export except those controls 
governed by other agencies was announced by War Assets Administration. Non-priority 
exporters will be given the same treatment as other non-priority buyers as to price, 
quantities apportioned or other conditions of sale. This applies to both wholesalers and 
dealers and is effective even when the supply of the surplus commodity is less than the 
estimated domestic demand. Another feature of the new policy is that no differentiation 
will be made as to whether the property is to be purchased for export or domestic use. 


WOMEN'S SHOES EXPORTS TO U. K. 


Details of an arrangement with the British Government providing for importation 
into the United Kingdom of women’s shoes wholly or mainly of leather were made public 
by OIT. Since importation of shoes into England was prohibited during the war, the 
arrangement is a significant step in the resumption of prewar trade with England. Each 
American producer of women’s shoes will be permitted to ship during 1947 an amount 
not to exceed 50 percent of the value of his average annual shipments to the United 
Kingdom during the years 1936, 1937, and 1938. Import licenses will be issued by the 
British Government on the basis of producers’ statements on their prewar participation 
in the United Kingdom market. Statements must be certified by the Department of 


Commerce. 
To facilitate the process, OIT will administer certification of the statements of prewar

trade by a procedure similar to that now in effect under the British Token Import Plan. 
The new arrangement, however, is not a part of that plan. 

Manufacturers, or their export representatives, desiring to take advantage of the 
British Government’s relaxation of import control on shoes should submit a statement of 
their prewar exports to OIT. This statement must be made on Form IT-558, “Request for 
Certification of Prewar Exports to the United Kingdom.” The quantity and value of the 
prewar exports of women’s shoes to the United Kingdom must be reported at Cost, Insur- 
ance, and Freight values. Fifty percent of the average value should be indicated under 
section 6 of the form. A list in triplicate of the names and addresses of the British 
importers to whom the shoes will be shipped must be attached to the application. Appli- 
cations should be mailed to the British Token Import Plan Unit, British Commonwealth 
Division, Areas Branch, Office of International Trade, Department of Commerce, Wash-

PORTLAND CEMENT EXPORTS 


Export applications from producers of Portland cement who are faced with the 
prospect of closing down plants because of cramped storage facilities will be received 
and acted upon without reference to the present export quota. Such producers must 
indicate upon the applications (Form IT-419) that the quantities which they seek to 
export would not otherwise be produced. OIT said. Producers may, of course, designate 
other exporters through whom such surplus cement will be shipped. 


HIDES—EXPORT QUOTA 


Distribution of the February export quota for heavy cattle hides among eight Euro- 
pean countriés was announced by OIT. The February export allocation for cattle hides 
is the first to be made since July 1, 1946. A total of 60,000 heavy cattle hides, winter kill, 
has been allocated for February. No other type of cattle hides is included. 

The February quota will be distributed as follows: Norway, 6,000; Sweden, 11,000: 
Finland, 2,500; Netherlands, 14,000; Belgium, 8,000; France, 11,000; Switzerland, 5,000: 
Turkey, 2,500. 


COMMODITIES REMOVED FROM EXPORT CONTROL 


OIT announced removal of about 50 items from the list of commodities subject to # 
export control. Certain classes of rubber products, some chemicals, and several forest y 
products are among the items freed from control. The action is in line with the Depart- 
ment of Commerce policy of relaxing export controls as soon as the domestic supply of 
any commodity is sufficient to justify the move. Items released from control are: 

Solidified denatured alcohol: ethyl alcohol: ammonium bichromate. chromate and 
dichromate; hydrogen peroxide; lead chloride, nitrate, monosilicate, and disilicate; sodium 
plumbite; carbon black or gas black, except carbon black, channel type; gum spirits of 
turpentine; wood turpentine; dipentene: pine oil; and tall oil; coal-tar pitch; xyvlol; tota- 
quine; caffeine salts and compounds including caffeine alkaloid; emetine and emetine 
salts; pharmaceutical dextrose and glucose; and theobromine and theobromine salts and 4 
compounds; : 

Butyl copolymers of isobutylene and isoprene or other diolofine; reclaimed rubber: 
camelback; conveyor belting of rubber, balata, or synthetic rubber: and latex or other 
forms of rubber compounded or processed for use in further manufacture except liquid 
rubber compounds of natural rubber; varnished cotton tape, and cambric and muslin for 
electrical insulation; 

Walnut and hardwood bur! logs and hewn timber: Western red cedar and other cedar 
jogs and hewn timber except Port Orford cedar; and chestnut magnolia boards, planks ; 
and scantlings less than five inches in least dimension: ; 

Residual fuel oil; kerosene room heaters: gas and oil range and stove parts: coal. 
coke and wood range and stove parts; range boilers; zinc dust: motors, smaller than % 
horsepower; wiring supplies except wall plates: and sheet metal ducts for blowers and 
ventilating machinery; tanning specialty compounds containing 10 percent or more of 
sulfonated or unsulfonated animal or vegetable oils or fats; and leather dressings, oils, 
polishes, and stains containing 10 percent or more sulfonated or unsulfonated animal or 
vegetable oils and fats. 

Cast iron screwed pipe fittings, house-heating boilers, gas burners and parts, gas-fired 
burners and parts, and metal fabricated doors. Bismuth salts in dosage form are also 
freed from export control. Bismuth salts in bulk form remain subject to control. 

Candy except chocolate, and other confections containing 70 percent or more sugar 
were added to the export control list.

SYNOPSIS OF RECENT DECISIONS

CLASSIFICATION DECISIONS—U. S. CUSTOMS COURT 


FURS—UNDRESSED—PLATINUM FOX— 
SILVER OR BLACK FOX FURS, — O. 
Brager-Larsen v. U. S., Prot. 42445-K. De- 
cided Jan. 31, 1947. Opinion by Presiding 
Judge Oliver. Undressed fox fur skins im- 
ported from Norway were assessed at 
374% % under Par.’ 1519(c), Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended by Canadian Trade Agree- 
ment, T. D. 49752, and were claimed in pro- 
test to be duty free under Par. 1681. The 
evidence showed that the furs in question 
were taken from foxes which were “muta- 
tions” from the ordinary silver or black 
fox, which were in turn the descendents of 
the red fox. The so-called “mutation” came 
about through the birth of a litter of pups 
among which there was one pup differing 
radically in his markings from the other 
pups in the litter. This pup was named 
“Mons.” By breeding “Mons” with an un- 
related female of the black or silver fox 
breed a litter of 7 pups was born, 4 of 
which had the marking of “Mons” and 3 
the marking of the mother. Then by in- 
breeding a pure strain of a new variety of 
fox known as “platinum silver fox” was 
produced. The importer contended that the 
provision in Par. 1519(c) for “silver or 
black fox furs or skins” did not cover skins 
from the new breed of platinum silver 
foxes, which were not in existence at the 
time the 1930 Tariff Act was enacted. The 
testimony showed the following differences 
between a silver or black fox and the new 
platinum silver fox: 
Silver or Black Fox 
Under Fur: Black to dark gray 
Guard Hairs: Black with white and all 
black 
Belly: Dark gray to black 
Paws: Black 
Ears: Blackish 
Snout: Black

In sustaining the protest the Court said: 
“We are of opinion, based upon this rec- 
ord, that the imported platinum skins are 
from foxes which are mutations from the 
silver fox. It is also evident from this rec- 
ord that the common understanding of the 
term “silver or black fox furs or skins” in 
paragraph 1519(c) did not embrace or in- 
clude platinum fox skins such as are here 
before us (Ill. Exs. 1-A to 1-G), either at 
the time of the passage of the 1930 Act or 
at the date of the present importation. 
While the fur of the silver fox, a color 
phase of the red fox, is, by Act of Congress, 
subject to duty, the undressed fur of its 
progenitor, the red fox, would be admitted 
free of duty. In like manner, the undressed 
fur of the platinum fox, a color phase of 
the silver fox, is free of duty, notwith- 
standing that the fur of its progenitor, the 
silver fox, is subject to payment of duty. 
Not being silver or black fox furs or skins 
as contemplated by paragraph 1519(c) of 
the Tariff Act, the imported platinum fox 
furs here before us are properly entitled 
to entry free of duty under paragraph 1681 
as “Furs and fur skins, not specially pro- 
vided for, undressed.”

free of duty under the provision in Par. 
1643 for “sand-blast machines * * * all the 
foregoing whether in whole or in part, in- 
cluding repair parts.” Claim was also made 
that only 25 of the articles were actually 
received. The evidence showed that when 
equipped with the appropriate number and 
kind of balls designed to fill the groove, 
the two halves and the balls constitute a 
complete roller bearing, and that such ar- 
ticles were purchased solely as repair or 
replacement parts of machines specially de- 
signed for cleaning the inside of metal am- 
munition shells by a sand-blasting process. 
In overruling the protest as to classification 
the Court said: “In the light of the facts 
established by the record and following our 
ruling in Elder, Williams & Clarke v. 
United States, supra, we conclude (1) that 
the merchandise in controversy was prop- 
erly classified by the collector of customs 
as parts of metal ball or roller bearings, 
and as such dutiable at 8 cents per pound 
and 35 per centum ad valorem under para- 
graph 321, supra, which is the reduced rate 
provided in the trade agreement between 
the United States and Sweden, supra; and 
(2) that the claim alleging short shipment 
of 25 sets or assemblies of roller bearings, 
has been substantiated, and is, therefore 
sustained, and refund should be made ac- 
cordingly.”

GRAPH 331.—Sheffler Merchandise Co. Inc. 
v. U. S., Prot. 40503-K. Decided Jan. 31, 
1947. Opinion by Judge Lawrence. Thumb 
tacks composed of two pieces of iron or 
steel with celluloid covered heads were as- 
sessed at 4% cents per lb. under Par. 331, 
Tariff Act of 1930 under the provision for 
“thumb tacks, of two or more pieces of 
iron or steel, finished or unfinished.” Pro- 
test claimed they were dutiable at only 
9/10 of 1 cent per lb. under the provision 
in the same paragraph for “tacks * * * not 
specially provided for.” Both the assessed 
and the claimed rates represented increases 
in the rates originally provided by Con- 
gress which were effected by Presidential 
Proclamation, T. D. 46051. The Court in 
overruling the protest said: “Moreover, the 
interpretation urged by plaintiff will find 
little or no support in the avowed general 
purposes of the present tariff law as de- 
clared in its title, namely: ‘To provide rev- 
enue, to regulate commerce with foreign 
countries, to encourage the industries of 
the United States, to protect American

labor, and for other purposes.’ It would 
scarcely encourage domestic thumb tack 
manufacturers to discover that the eg 
nomine tariff classification for their prod- 
ucts when imported contemplated only 
those of iron or steel and of no other ma- 
terial or substance and, therefore, excluded 
thumb tacks, finished as in the present 
case with a non-metallic substance. Thumb 
tacks so finished would then pay but 9/10 
of 1 cent per pound, whereas precisely the 
same tacks not so finished would pay 4% 
cents per pound. That view of the law 
would neither ‘encourage the industries of 
the United States’ nor ‘protect American 
labor.’ On the contrary, it would seem to 
make it worthwhile for importers to have 
the foreign manufacturers do all the fin- 
ishing operations abroad and thus entitle 
thumb tacks so completed to the very much 
lower rate of duty. In a word, it would in 
a great measure render ineffective the word 
‘finished.’ In our opinion, there is. nothing 
in the law to warrant any such interpreta-

METAL BOX CONTAINERS FOR TRANS- 
LORTATION OF RADIO TUBES—MANU- 
FACTURES OF METAL AND NOT HOL- 
LOW WARE.—Import-Export Service of 
N. J. Westinghouse Electric & Mfg. Co. v. 
U. S., Prot. 109066-K. Decided Feb. 7, 1947. 
Opinion by Judge Lawrence. Metal boxes 
specially designed, constructed and equipped 
for exclusive use in packing and shipping 
radio tubes were assessed at 45% under 
Par. 397, Tariff Act of 1930. Protest claimed 
merchandise dutiable at only 22%% under 


Par. 397, as amended by the British Trade’ 


Agreement, T. D. 49753, or at 40% under 
Par. 339, as hollow ware. In overruling the 
protest the Court said: “* * * we know of 
no decision classifying as hollow ware arti- 
cles which are constructed and designed as 
are the imported boxes, the interiors of 
which are so equipped with springs and 
other permanent attachments and fittings 
as to preclude designating such interiors 
as hollow. Indeed, it would belie the fact 
to say that the articles have hollow inte- 
riors. In the circumstances, and in the light

cally as “saxiduomuous”; that the imported 
clams differed from the domestic clams as 
to color, odor, and taste; that the imported 
clams are chiefly used by persons of Japan- 
ese descent, whereas the domestic clams 
are used by occidentals. In holding that 
the imported clams were not subject to 
appraisement on the basis of the American 
Selling Price under the Presidential Proc- 
lamation, the Court said: “It is my view in 
comparin two foodstuffs, particularly 
those which may be classed as delicacies, 
peculiarities of taste, odor, and appearance 
are extremely important and have a vital 
pearing on the value of each of the items 
in question. I am satisfied that the differ- 
ence between the imported hokkigai and 
the domestic whole butter clams are so 
significant as to preclude a finding of sim- 
ilarity for the purposes of the application 
of the Presidential Proclamation and the 
provisions of section 402(g).”

It is my opinion that the examination of less than 1 package of every 10 packages 
but not less than 1 package of every invoice, of the merchandise hereinafter described 
if such merchandise is (1) imported in packages the contents and values of which are 
uniform, or (2) imported in packages the contents of which are identical as to character 
although differing as to quantity and value per package, will amply protect the revenue: 

Therefore, by virtue of the authority contained in sections 499 and 624 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended (19 U. S. C. secs. 1499 and 1624), I do by this special regulation 
permit and authorize a less number of packages than 1 package of every 10 packages, 
but not less than 1 package of every invoice, of the above-described merchandise to 
be examined. 

This special regulation shall not be construed to preclude the examination of 
packages in addition to the minimum number hereby permitted to be examined if the 
collector or the appraiser shall deem it necessary that a greater number of packages 
be examined.

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NEW YORK AIRPORT ENTRIES INCREASE 


The Air Clearance Association operated by customs brokers to facilitate handling 
of import consignments by plane report nearly half the total of entries at New York 
are passed at La Guardia Field. Entries at the airport average 400 to 400 a day, but they 
apply for the most part to small packages and there has been no effect on the number 
of shipments by steamer and other forms of carrier which are cleared at the Custom 
House. A force of 68 customs personnel is stationed at the airport divided between the 
checking of passenger arrivals and clearing of merchandise. 


PHILIPPINE TRADE ACT OF 1946. CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN FOR 
PHILIPPINE ARTICLES 


In the third paragraph of Bureau of Customs Circular Letter No. 2536 United States 
customs Officers are instructed to determine the status of Philippine products under the 
Philippine Trade Act of 1946 by all reasonable ways and means when it is impossible to 
furnish the certificates provided for in that circular letter. 

It has developed that a third form of certificate will be of assistance in carrying out 
this instruction in connection with that class of articles with respect to which there wil] 
be ready agreement that the customers valuation of any foreign materials involved wil] 
not exceed 20 per cent of the appraised value of the imported article. 

As the appraised value will ordinarily be the foreign value or the export value, as 
defined in section 402, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and as this value will usually closely 
correspond with the selling price or invoice value of the article, it is believed that manu- 
facturers, producers, or exporters, from their general knowledge of the values of such 
imported materials as may be involved, and of labor costs, manufacturing conditions, 
selling prices, and market values, will be in a position in the class of cases under dis- 
cussion to reach a sound conclusion whether it is probable that the customs valuation 
of the foreign materials involved will exceed 20 per centum of the appraised value of the 
imported article. Accordingly, the following form of certificate may be accepted, subject 
to such verification as United States customs officers may deem necessary in proper cases.

(2) No regulations shall be prescribed or requirements of regulations waived by the 
Assistant Deputy Commissioner of Customs in charge of Marine Administration, 

(3) No fine, penalty, or forfeiture shall be remitted or mitigated by the Assistant 
Deputy Commissioner of Customs in charge of Marine Administration. 

(e) The Deputy Commissioner of Customs in charge of Tariff and Marine Administra-

Commissioner of Customs in charge of Marine Administration under the authority con- 
tained in subsection (d) of this section. 

(h) The collector of customs, assistant collector, and deputy collector in charge of 
marine work for the home port of a vessel are hereby designated, pursuant to section 
103 of Reorganization Plan No. 3 of 1946 (11 F. R. 7875.

Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act, as amended (16 U. S. C. 590a-590q), or 
section 32 of the act of August 24, 1935, 49 Stat. 774, as amended (7 U. S. C. 612c); and 

Whereas, in the course of the investigation, after due notice, a public hearing was 
held on October 14 and 15, 1946, at which parties interested were given opportunity to be 
present, to produce evidence, and to be heard, and, in addition to the hearing, the Commis- 
sion made such investigation as it deemed necessary for a full disclosure and presentation 
of the facts; and 

Whereas, the Commission has made findings of fact and has transmitted to me a 
report of such findings and its recommendations based thereon, together with a transcript 
of the evidence submitted at the hearing, and has also transmitted a copy of such report 
to the Secretary of Agriculture: 

Now, therefore, I, Harry S. Truman, President of the United States of America, do 
hereby find and declare, on the basis of the investigation and report of the Tariff Com- 
mission, that changed circumstances require the modification of the President’s proclama- 
tion of September 5, 1939, with respect to harsh or rough cotton having a staple of less 
than three-fourths of one inch in length, to carry out the purposes of section 22 of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1933, as amended, and that such cotton is being imported 
into the United States under such conditions and in sufficient quantities as to tend to ren- 
der ineffective the domestic cotton programs undertaken under section 32 of the act of 
August 24, 19385, 49 Stat. 774, as amended. Accordingly, pursuant to the said section 22 
of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1933, as amended, I hereby modify the President's 
proclamation of September 5, 1939 (No. 2351) by deleting therefrom the words “and chiefly 
used in the manufacture of blankets and blanketing” wherever they appear therein; and 
I do hereby proclaim that the total quantity of harsh or rough cotton having a staple of 
less than three-fourths of one inch in length which may be entered, or withdrawn from 
warehouse, for consumption, in the year commencing September 20, 1946, and in any 
subsequent year commencing September 20, shall not exceed 70 million pounds, which 
quantity I hereby find and declare shown by the investigation to be necessary to prescribe 
in order that the entry of such cotton will not tend to render ineffective the programs 
undertaken with respect to cotton under section 32 of the act of August 24, 1935, 49 Stat. 
774, as amended. I further find and declare that the total quantity of harsh or rough 
cotton having a staple of less than three-fourths of one inch in length which is permitted 
entry hereunder, is not less than the minimum permissible quantity computed under the 
proviso to section 22 (b) of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1933, as amended.

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
né custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
thin a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback {fs 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

FOREIGN TRADE STATISTICS BY CUSTOMS DISTRICTS—NOVEMBER 
ATLANTIC AND GULF COAST FOREIGN TRADE RISES SHARPLY 


Atlantic and Gulf Coast export shipments rose 70 percent each in shipping weight 
and 134 percent and 188 percent, respectiv ely, in value from October to November, after 
the settlement of maritime labor difficulties in these areas. Atlantic Coast exports increased 
from 3.6 billion pounds valued at $243 million in October to 6.0 billion pounds valued at 
$568 million in November. During the same period, Gulf Coast exports rose from 2.6 
billion pounds and $62 million to 3.4 billion pounds and $179 million. Increases in the 
vaule of exports exceeded those for shipping weight, due to decreased shipments of bulk 
commodities such as coal, petroleum and products, and wood pulp. 

Imports through Atlantic Coast Customs Districts increased 13 percent in shipping 
weight and 25 percent in value from 5.7 billion pounds valued at $254 million in October 
to 6.4 billion valued at $318 million in November. During the same period, Gulf Coast 
imports rose 33 percent in shipping weight from 0.7 billion pounds to 0.9 billion pounds, 
and 55 percent in value from $27 million to $43 million. (FT 970.)

SHIPMENTS OF LIQUOR BEARING RED STRIP STAMPS TO P. R. 


The Bureau has received information that Scotch whiskey bearing red strip stamps, 
imported into the United States and sent to Puerto Rico in bond, had been released in 
Puerto Rico without the removal of the strip stamps which indicate the payment of the 
United States internal-revenue taxes thereon, and that crew members and passengers of 
airplanes from Puerto Rico are arriving at Miami, Florida, with non-taxpaid whiskey 
although the strip stamps had nct been destroyed on the bottles. 

The Deputy Commissioner, Bureau of Internal Revenue, in a letter to this Bureau, 
dated December 18, 1946, has ruled in effect that the diversion of distilled spirits from 
customs custodv to Puerto Rico is an “exportation” within the meaning of section 191.27 
of Regulations 21 of the Bureau of Internal Revenue (Appendix, Customs Regulations of 
1943, Chap. X, sec. 191.27) and that strip stamps on distilled spirits diverted to Puerto 
Rico shall have the stamps removed therefrom prior to shipment to Puerto Rico. Distilled 
spirits bearing red strip stamps imported into Puerto Rico shall not be released from 
customs custody until such stamps have been destroyed. (C/L 2550.) 


TRADE-MARK "TABU" 


Reference is made to C/L Nos. 2341, 2364, and 2424, dated August 28 and November 2, 
1942, and August 20, 1943, respectively, informing you of the terms of the written con- 
sent of the owner of the trade-mark “TABU” to the importation of perfume and analogous 
products in passengers’ baggage.

“* * * each bona fide tourist who is a resident of and is returning to the United States 
after having been outside the United States for a period of 48 hours or more shall be per- 
mitted to bring into the United States on his or her person, or in his or her personal bag- 
fare, one consumer package of each of the toilet preparations bearing the trade mark 
‘TABU’ provided the said merchandise is for the tourist’s own personal use or as a gift 
or souvenir, and is not bought on commission or for sale or resale in the United States.”

ABSTRACTS OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
[T. D. 51605] 


The following is a summary of decisions issued by the Bureau of Customs usually in the Form 
of a letter to a Collector of Customs of some Port of Entry: 


CLASSIFICATION 


All machines commonly known as adding machines which have come to the attention 
of customs officers to date and which are operated bv electricity have been found to be 
of a kind which could be designed to operate without an electric element and are dutiable 
at 274% per centum ad valorem under paragraph 353, as modified, and not at 25 per centum 
ad valorem under that paragraph. As this ruling will result in the assessment of duty 
at a higher rate than has heretofore been assessed under a uniform practice on some 
machines, it shall be applied to such machines only when entered for consumption or 
withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after February 23, 1947. Bureau letter to the 
collector of customs, New York, N. Y., December 30, 1946. (342.5). 


Metis or Mestiza wool is not classified as Cordova wool under paragraph 1101 (a), 
Tariff Act of 1930, as modified.

COTTON HAVING A STAPLE OF 1'/0 INCHES OR MORE IN LENGTH 


INVESTIGATION NO. 1 UNDER SECTION 22 OF THE 
AGRICULTURAL ADJUSTMENT ACT, AS AMENDED 

The United States Tariff Commission, on this 23d day of January 1947, announces 
the reopening of its Investigation No. 1 under section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act (of 1933) as amended, and under Executive Order No. 7233 of November 23, 1935, 
with respect. to: 

COTTON HAVING A STAPLE OF 1% INCHES OR MORE IN LENGTH - 

Quotas on imports of cotton having a staple of 1% inches or more in length were 
originally made effective on September 20, 1939, by Presidential proclamation. These 
guotas were later modified by subsequent proclamation to exclude therefrom cotton 
having a staple of 111/16 inches or more in length, so that since December 19, 1940, the 
quotas on long staple cotton were applied only to cotton having a staple of 1% inches 
or more but less than 111/16 inches in length. The principal object of reopening the 
invesstigation and holding a hearing at this time is to determine whether changed circum- 
stances require modification of the current quota on long-staple cotton for the year 
ending September 19, 1947, particularly with reference to: 

(a) the possible need for an increase in the current quota in order to meet the 
current -~ ‘cr, of domestic manufacturers for long-staple cotton; and, if the quota 
is increased, 

(b) the possible need for imposing controls to insure that the cotton permitted entry 
under the quota is equitablv distributed among the essential users. 

Hearing.—All parties interested were given opportunity to be present, to produce 
evidence, 2nd to be heard at a public hearing held in Washington, D. C., at 10 a. m., on 
February 18, 1947.

QUOTA SET ON IMPORTS OF SHORT, HARSH COTTON 


Pursuant to recommendations in a report of December 31, 1946, by the United States 
Tariff Commission, the President on February 3, 1947, issued a Proclamation limiting to 
70 million pounds the quantity of harsh or rough cotton having a staple less than three. 
fourths of one inch in length which may be imported for consumption in the vear com- 
mencing September 20, 1946, or in any subsequent year commencing September 20. (See 
sureau of Customs Section.) 

The Commission’s recommendations were based on information obtained in an investi- 
gation, and in a public hearing on October 14 and 15, 1946. Harsh and rough cotton less 
than three-fourths of one inch in staple-length “and chiefly used in the manufacture of 
blankets and blanketing” had been specifically exempted from the limitations heretofore 
established on imports of cotton. 

In 1945 and 1946 imports of short harsh cotton increased markedly. The increase was 
accounted for largely by uses other than in blanket manufacture, particularly bedding, 
shoulder padding, upholstery, milk filters, and surgical dressings. As a result, use in 
blanket manufacture became considerably less than one-half of the total, and it appeared 
that the Treasury Department might rule that the imports were no longer entitled to 
the exemption but must be limited bv the small quota for imports of all short-staple 
cotton, no matter for what purpose used. 

The action taken by the President will permit imports of the short harsh cotton 
in quantities considerably greater than entered in most years before the war, and which 
are believed to be ample for the manufacture of blankets and other articles in which this 
cotton is needed for technical reasons, but without permitting such further increase of 
its use for other purposes as might interfere with the government’s program for domestic 
cotton, 

A limited number of mimeographed copies of the complete report of the Tariff Com- 
mission, including the Commission’s findings and recommendations as sent to the 
President, and a summary of the information obtained in the investigation, is now 
available. The printed report will be available through the Superintendent of Documents 


at a later date, 
REPORT ON WATCHES 


The report on Watches just issued is one of a series on War Changes in Industry 
being prepared by the Commission in response to requests from the House Ways and 
Means Committee and the Senate Finance Committee. 

The report compares the shares of United States consumption of watches which were 
supplied by (1) domestic jeweled watches of quality; (2) domestic clock-type wrist 
watches; and (3) watches containing imported movements (whether imported as complete 
watches or installed In domestic cases in the United States). Domestic jeweled watches 
of quality are produced by four concerns, one of which also imports watch movements. 
Domestic clock-type watches are made by four other concerns, which also make clocks 
and other timing devices. 

A limited number of copies of this report are now available for distribution. These 
may be obtained, without charge, from the Secretary, United States Tariff Commission, 
Washington 25, D. C. After this supply is exhausted, copies will be available only by 
purchase from the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 
TOBACCO IN GIFT PARCELS TO 'TTHE NETHERLANDS-—Information has been re- 
ceived from the Postal Administration of the Netherlands that, effective March 1, 1947, 
the importation of more than 200 cigarettes or more than 250 grams (8% ounces) of 
chopped tobacco per month is prohibited in gift parcels exchanged between private 


i viduals. 

a —Service to Austria is extended to include all classes of Postal Union 
articles, that is, letters and letter packages, single and reply-paid post cards, commercial 
papers, printed matter, and small packets, for surface or air transmission. 

The postal administration of Austria has advised that the designations ‘“Ostmark,” 
“Gau,” “Wien (Deutschland)”, ‘“Niederdonau”, “Oberdonau”, etc., are no longer correct, 
put that the name “Osterreich (Austria)”’, “Bundesland,” “Wien (Osterreich)’’, or “Vienna, 
Austria,” ‘“Niederosterreich (Lower Austria)”, and “Obersterreich (Upper Austria)” 
should be shown in the addresses of articles destined for those places. 

JAPAN—The territory of Japan to which mail for civilian addressees may be sent is 
extended to include the islands listed in paragraph (a). Civilian mail service has not been 
authorized to the places listed in paragraph (b). 

(a) The four main Japanese islands of Hokkaido, Honshu, Kyushu, and Shikoku. 

The adjacent islands, about 1,000 in number, including the Tsushima Islands; the 
Ryukyu (Nansei) Islands north of 30 degrees north latitude (excluding Kuchinoshima); 
the Izu Islands; and the Nanto Islands north of and including Sofu Gan (Lot’s Wife). 

(b) (1) Utsuryo (Ullung) Island, Take Island (Liancourt Rocks); Quelpart (Saishu 


or Cheju) Island. 

(2) The Ryukyu (Nansei) Islands south of 30 degrees north latitude, including 
Kuchinoshima; the Nanto Islands south of Sofu Gan (Lot’s Wife); the Bonin (Ogasawara) 
and Volcano (Kazan or Iwo) Islands; and all other outlying Pacific Islands including the 
Daito (Ohigashi or Oagari) Group, Parece Vela (Okino Tori), Marcus (Mianami Tori), and 
Ganges (Nakano Tori) Islands. ? 

(3) The Kurile (Chishima) Islands; the Habomai (Hapomaze) Group, including Suisho, 
Yuri, Akivuri, Shibotsu and Taraku Islands; and Shikotan Island.

Individuals in the United States may direct publishers to mail 
gift printed matter. It is not permissible, however, to send mail-order catalogs, or other 
printed matter of a commercial nature.

CHEAP POWER DEVELOPMENT NEEDED IN CEYLON 


Engineering firms in the United States may be interested in submitting to the Cey!on 
Government proposals for furnishing cheap power installations for Government-operated 
factories. According to information received from the American Consulate at Colombo, a 
cheap power development is urgently needed. Fuel and power costs are estimated at 
about 20 per cent of production costs in operating factories, and it is reported that the 
government’s Hydro-Electric Scheme will not be in a position until after 1957 to supply 
power to any of the “pilot” factories now established or under construction. In view of 
this situation, investigation is under way to determine the advisability of utilizing Cey- 
lon’s approximately 40,000,000 tons of peat deposits for power. Inquiries concerning this 
possible trade opportunity should be addressed to the Ministry of Labour, Industry and 
Commerce, Colombo, Ceylon. 


IRELAND STUDYING FREE PORT POSSIBILITIES 


The Government of Eire, having under consideration the establishment of a free port 
there, has requested the assistance of American exporters in order to determine whether 
and to what extent such a free port would be likely to attract American business. The 
Department of Commerce would appreciate learning, by phone or letter, the views of 
steamship operators, forwarders and shippers who might have occasion to trans-ship in 


that area.

GERMAN WINES—U. S. COMMERCIAL COMPANY 


Importers interested in obtaining German wines have been kept fully advised by the 
Association of the methods followed by U. S. occupation officials with respect to the 
selling and shipping of German wines from the U. S. Occupation Zone to the United States. 
In brief, the U. S. Commercial Company has handled all arrangements, exhibited samples, 
and received bids for various lots of wines from interested importers. The Association 
has given considerable study to the problem of reinstituting trade in German wines in 
the U. S. Zone on a more direct basis than is possible working through the U. S. Com- 
mercial Company. This problem was discussed at a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Association on January 8, 1947, and as a result, the Executive Vice-President addressed 
a communication to the President of the U. S. Commercial Company, which among other 
things listed the principal objections to the present methods employed by the U. S. Com- 
mercial Company, which are listed as follows: 

1. No continuity of supply is possible for an importer bidding on any of the wines 
offered, the trade thus being haphazard and fortuitous. 

2. No real selection of wines based on the considerations of quality, availability, and 
permanence is possible. 

3. No fairly permanent price structure is possible of establishment. 

4. No importer can undertake reestablishing importations and distribution on a 
national basis for German wines since the bidding system established is unable to obtain 
exclusive control of anv particular trade mark or brand or variety made by any par- 
ticular German wine house. 

There is quoted below for vour information and guidance a communication from the 
U. S. Commercial Company, which seems highly satisfactory, since it points the way 
towards the resumption of direct trade with wine producers in the U. S. Occupation Zone 
under the limitations given. (T.etter No. 1538.) 

“Thank you for your letter of January 21, 1947 on the subject of German wines. We ap- 
preciate the careful consideration you have given to this matter and the help and advice gtwen 
us in the past. 

You are probably aware that approval was given recently to the use of non-transacttonal 
mail which permits wine importers to correspond directly with wine producers in Germany, for 
the purpose of discussing availability, quality, possble delivery date, tentatve prices, etc. Con- 
tracts then can be made with the Combined Export-Import Agency in Germany at prices agree- 
able to it and the wine imported by American wine dealers. 

This should accomplish what you have recommended in your letter. If you desire, we will 
discuss this matter further with you at your convenience.” 


IMPORTED ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES CONTAINING ADDED SUGAR 


Importers have been kept fully advised with respect to the necessity of obtaining 
authorizations for the importation of alcoholic beverages containing added sugar. The 
Association has discussed this matter many times with the officials of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. Since issuing Letter No. 152 on December 12, 1946, there has been a further 
development which in effect provides that all alcoholic beverages containing added sugar 
which are imported in bottles of usual sizes sold to consumers shall be granted authoriza- 
tions without restrictions as to quantities. It is necessary, however, for applications to 
be filled with the Administrator of War Food Order 63, and such application should give 
a description of the product, the total number of cases, the total number of gallons, and 
the percentage of sugar by weight. 

The present law under which WFO 63 was issued expires on March 31, 1947. For that 
reason, all authorizations now being issued expire on that date. It is anticipated, however, 
that Congress may extend the powers granted to the President. If that should happen. 
then importers who have found it impossible to bring to the United States the total 
suantities for which authorizations have been granted up to March 31. 1947 may apply 
for an extension of such authorizations or may file applications for additional auantities. 

In arranging for the shipment of alcoholic beverages containing sugar for which 
authorizations have been granted, importers are reminded that the Consular Certificate 
must show that the item is covered by WFO 63 and that an authorization has been issued 
covering the particular shipment. It is suggested that importers advise shippers of the 
number of the authorization so that the consular document may be executed properly. 
This was covered by a release issued bv the Department of Agriculture and the Office 
of Temporary Controls on February 7, 1947, which stated amone other things that in 
the case of items subfect to WFO 62. “a special certificate would be required including 
the number of the import authorization which has been granted. This should accompany 
each consular invoice.” Please be guided accordingly. (Letter No. 153.) 


INSECT INFESTATION OF STRAW COVERS 


In Letters No. 1, 131, and 138. the Association warned importers that the use of straw 
covers infested with beetles and weevils would result in merchandise packed in such 
covers being denied entrv into the United States until the covers have either been 
destroyed or fumigated. so that the insects present were killed. Recently some imvorta- 
tions arrivine at the Port of New York have been found by the officials of the Bureau 
of Entomology and Plant Quarantine of the Department of Agriculture to be Infested

with beetles and weevils. These shipments, we understand, came mainly from France 
It is suggested that all importers advise their foreign shippers who still use straw covers 
to take immediate steps to be certain that such covers have been disinfected so thoroughly 
that there is no possibility of any infestation with beetles and weevils occurring during 
the period of transportation from Europe to the United States. (Letter No. 153.) 


TRADE AGREEMENTS 


In accordance with the instructions of the Board of Directors and the Executive 
Committee of the Association, briefs were filed with the Committee for Reciprocity 
Information covering virtually all of the imported alcoholic beverages with the exception 
of table wines containing more than 14 per cent of alcohol. Many importers have the 
erroneous idea that trade agreements may be announced in the immediate future with 
various countries. Importers are advised that there is no possibility of this happening 
since active negotiations are not proceeding at the present time between the United States 
and anv of the countries listed in the announcement of the State Department. An inter- 
national conference is to be held this April in Switzerland on the problem of removing 
international trade barriers. It is anticipated that negotiations under the Trade Agree- 
ment Law will not begin until after the conclusion of that conference. In any Case, ample 
notice is given before the terms of a trade agreement are put into effect. (Letter No. 153.)

was assessed at 40 cents per lb. under Par. 
31(b)(1), Tariff Act of 1930. Importer 
claimed the merchandise was dutiable un- 
der Par. 41, as glue, or at 4 cents per Ib. 
and 30% under Par. 11 as synthetic gum, 
or at 2 cents per lb. as a dextrine substi- 
tute under Par. 84. It was stipulated that 
the merchandise was a “methylate of cellu- 
lose.” The evidence showed that the mer- 
chandise was a dry, white fibrous sub- 
stance, which is not used in its imported 
condition but is put in solutions of vary- 
ing strengths. Importer’s evidence was to 
the effect that the merchandise was a glue 
because of its adhesive properties; that it 
can be and has been frequently used as an 
adhesive; that it was a synthetic gum be- 
cause it was water-soluble or dispersable 
in water, causing a viscous solution and 
that it had the physical characteristics of 
a gum and can be and is used for many 
purposes for which natural gums are used. 
It was not claimed by the importer that 
“Tylose” was bought or sold as either syn- 
thetic gum or glue. Witnesses for the Gov- 
ernment gave testimony directed to proving 
that “Tylose” was neither a synthetic gum 
nor glue notwithstanding the fact that it 
possessed some of the qualities of both. 


page 173 
The trial court overruled all of the claims 
made in the protest and the importer ap- 
pealed. In affirming the judgment of the 
trial court this Court said: “On the entire 
record appellant has shown, viewing its 
testimony in the most favorable aspect, 
that the imported merchandise has ad- 
hesive properties; that it may be used un- 
der some circumstances as a glue, in some 
as a gum or resin and in some other minor 
respects in the same way that dextrine is 
used. That is far from sustaining its bur- 
den of proof that Tylose is a substitute 
for any one of the substances in the para- 
graphs under which it claims. It is clear 
that Congress distinguished for tariff pur- 
poses glue, synthetic gums and resins, dex- 
trine substitutes and cellulose ethers. Each 
of those materials is in a different para- 
graph and assessable at a different rate. 
Under appellant’s protest, in order to pre- 
vail, it was necessary to establish that the 
imported merchandise, under the doctrine 
of chief use, must be more specifically pro- 
vided for in one of the claimed paragraphs 
other than as classified. Therefore, it would 
be absurd to state that in a tariff sense 
Tylose is a glue, a gum, a resin or a dex- 
trine substitute.”

CONSULAR CERTIFICATION—IMPORTS 


Consular certification that the shipment is properly licensed will no longer be re- 
quired on imports, except imports of items listed on Imports Order M-63 and War Foods 
Order 63, the CPA and the Department of Agriculture announced jointly. 

M-63, administered by CPA, now provides import limitations only on agave fibers, 
maguey or cantala, molasses and sugar syrup, sisal and henequen, and tin. WFO-63, 
administered by the Department of Agriculture, lists a much larger number of food and 
agricultural items.

The U. S. Department of Agriculture announced that the guantitv of sugar entered 
for consumption from all offshore areas during January-December, 1946 amounted to 
4,200,001 short tons, raw value. For the corresponding period last year the quantity 
entered totaled 4,872,997 tons. The figures are subject to change after outturn weights 
and polarization data for all entries are available. 

A total of 444,746 short tons of sugar, raw value, was marketed by the mairland cane 
area and 1,379,447 tons by the continental beet area during January-December, 1946 as 
compared with 416,687 tons and 1,043,034 tons, respectively, during the same period 
of 1945.

(Revised to Jan. 15, 1947) 
Sec. 94.1. Existence of rinderpest or foot-and-mouth disease; importations prohibited, 
-~Notice is hereby given that 1, Paul H. Appleby, Acting Secretary of Agriculture, have 
determined that the contagious and communicable disease of rinderpest or of foot- and- 
mouth disease exists in the following foreign countries: Albania, Arabin, Argentina, Bel- 
gzium, Bolivia, Brazil, Rulgaria, Burma, Ceylon, Chile, China, Chosen (Koren), Czechoslo- 
vakia, Denmark, Equador, Federated Malay States, Finland, France, Germany Great Britain, 
Greece, Lungary, India, Indochina, Iran (Persia), Iraq, lreland (Eire), Northern treland, 
Italy, Luxembourg, Mexico, Netherlands, Norway, Palestine, Paraguay, Peru, Philippine 
Islands, Poland, vortugal, Rumania, Spain, Straits Settlements, Sweden, Switzer and, 
Syria, Thailand (Siam), Turkey, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics (Russia), Uruguay, 
Yugoslavia, all countries on the Continent of Africa other than the Union of South Africa, 
the islands of the Malay Archipelago, and the various islands of the Mediterranean; and 
| have so officially notified the Secretary of the Treasury. Wherefore, the importation 
into the United States of cattle, sheep, or other domestic ruminants or swine (including 
the entry into any port of the United States of any vessel having on board as sea stores 
such animals from the above-named countries) or of fresh, chilled, or frozen beef, veal, 
mutton, lamb, or pork, from the countries above named, is prohibited. (Sec. 306, 46 Stat.

See. 94.2. Meat or products derived from wild ruminants or swine.—No fresh, chilled, 
or frozen meat or meat product derived from wild ruminants or wild swine, originating 
in any country named in section $4.1, shall be entered into the United States.

Sec. 94.3. Organs, glands, extracts, or secretions of ruminants or swine.—No fresh, 
chilled, or frozen organs, glands, extracts, or secretions derived from domestic ruminants 
or swine, originating in any country named in section 94.1, shall be entered into the 
United States except for pharmaceutical purposes. (Sec. 2, 32 Stat. 792; 21 U. S. C. 111.) 

See. 94.4. Animals, meats, products, etc., that are refused entry—Any animals, meats, 
organs, glands, extracts, or secretions specified in sections 94.1, 94.2, and 94.3, offered for 
entry and refused admission into the United States, shall be exported by the consignees 
thereof within 10 days or shall be destroyed in accordance with the directions of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry. (Sec. 306, 46 Stat. 689: 19 U. S. C. 1306; See. 2, 32 
Stat. 792: 21 U. S. C. 111.) 

Sec. 94.55. Foreign cured meat or products from countries where rinderpest or foot- 
and-mouth disease exists.—No cured meat or product! derived from ruminants or swine, 
originating in any country named in section 94.1, shall be entered into the United States 
unless the following conditions or requirements shall have been fulfilled: 

(an) \ll bones shall have been completelv removed in the country of origin. 

(hb) The said meat or product shall have been thoroughly cured by the application of 
dry salt or by soaking in a solution of salt. 

(ce) The said meat or product shall have heen held in an unfrozen, fresh condition 
for at least 7 days immediately following - slaughter of the animals from which it was 
derived.

Sec. 94.6. Cured ments and products ‘intigtble for importation.—Cured meats and 
products specified in section 945, offered for importation into the United States, which do 
not meet the requirements of that section, shall he exported by the consignees thereof 
within 10 days or shall be destroyed in accordance with the directions of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. (Sec. 2, 32 Stat. 792; 21 U. S. Cc. 111.) 

Sec. 94.7. Garhage from foreign meats or ment products.—No garbage derived from 
meats or meat products originating in any country named in section 94.1 shall be un- 
loaded from any vessel in the United States or within the territorial waters thereof: 
Provided. however. That such garbage, when contained in tight receptacles, may be so 
unloaded for incineration or proper disposal otherwise as directed by the Chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, or it may be so unloaded under the direction of an insvector 
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of the Bureau of Animal Industry for transportation beyond said territorial waters for 
the purpose of dumping. (Sec. 2, 32 Stat. 792; 21 U. S. C. 111.) 

Sec. 94.8. Dressed poultry from countries where rinderpest or foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease exists.—No dressed poultry offered for importation into the United States from any 
eountry named in section 94.1 shall be allowed entry unless the feet of such poultry have 
already been removed at a point above the spur or spur core, or are removed and de- 
stroyed or disinfected at the port of entry as directed by the Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. Such removal and destruction or disinfection shall be accomplished by 
the importer or his agent at his own expense. (Sec. 2, 32 Stat. 792; 21 U. S. C. 111.) 

This order, which for the purpose of identification is designated B. A. I. Order 373, 
shall hecome effective on Oct. 26, 1940, and shall supersede B. A. IT. Order 370 and all 
amendments thereto.

GUIDES FOR NEW WORLD TRADERS 


“Guides for New World Traders.” a booklet to help businessmen set a sound and 
intelligent course toward profitable exporting and importing, has just been published by 
the Department of Commerce. Prepared bv OIT, the booklet appears at a time when 
records indicate the greatest interest in world trade since the days of clipper shins and 
when thousands of prospective traders are being lured by the thought of lucrative 
foreign markets. + 

Primarily, the aim of the material is to cite reliable sources of information and advice 
that are essential in gaining a fundamental knowledge of the techniques of trading abroad. 
The booklet contains outlines on how to analyze the possibilities of exporting and import- 
ing goods. In a section on “Where to zo for help,” the bookiet details the many different 
kinds of foreign trade data which are obtainable from the Office of International Trade. 
Besides government sources, suggestions are made as to the various trade and private 
organizations which can be solicited for assistance. ¥
